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Italians Need Bread, Butter, M.V. Ponders 
Money, Says Pop Mantegani Service Men, 


Tiburón Couple Tour 
Five Countries In Six 
Month Europe Trip

Italian people need bread, butter 
and raw materials, according to 
Daniel “Pop” M&ngegani who re­ 
turned to Tiburón last week after 
a six-month trip to Europe. 
The former owner of the Corner 
Market and his wife visited rela­ 
tives in Italy and toured France, 
Austria, part of Germany a n d 
Switzerland. Mantegani last visited 
Italy in 1932, but his wife had not 
been back for 30 years. In no coun­ 
try was recovery as noticeable as in 
Italy, due to thè Marshall plan, 
said Mantegani, but even there the 
situation is not good. 
Cost of living is high, he declared, 
and the black market flourishes. 
Wages are low with a skilled work­ 
man getting only 1000 lire or $1.50 
for a 10-hour day. A woman or a 
laborer makes about 750 % e for 
ten hours work. 
“There ir plenty of food and more 
fancy than we got here,“ he added. 
“But where is the money to buy?** 
“The deGasperi. government. 
I 
think, is no good,** he stated. “But 
I think it protects the rich. If the 
people have a little strike, the gov­ 
ernment gets out the machine guns 
on them/* 
Mantegani skid that his brother 
who once worked in Tiburón be­ 
fore he returned to Italy, told him 
of a farmers* strike in which men 
and women were ‘shot down in the 
fields . . / and my brother won't 
tell a lie.“ 
The Tiburón man who has lived 
and worked here as a railroad fore­ 
man, gardener and businessman 
for 44 years, told his former coun­ 
trymen that “you are afraid be­ 
cause you are not organized like 
we are in America . • . where the 
government protecta the working 
man.“ 
There wouldn't be any commu­ 
nists in Italy, said Mantegani, if 
the people had “bread and work

and maybe a chance to go to a 
show, like we have here. If th06f 
kids h a d enough to eat, they 
wouldn't be communists.“ Commu­ 
nism, however is on the decline 
there, he added. 
The people say that the United 
States sends Italy iceboxes and 
automobiles and other manufac­ 
tured items, but the people want 
raw materials from this country so 
they can have work, he declared. 
They told him, “ “That’s why you 
people live so good. You send all the 
finished material over here* ”. They 
said if the United States loses its 


markets in Europe and China, the 
people in the U. S. would be worse 
off than they are. 
The Italians think we are in Ko­ 
rea to “protect Standard Oil and 
our markets,“ 
s a i d 
Mantegani. 
“They know we're in there to pro­ 
tect our own interests. But I tried 
to tell them it will all be over soon.“ 


Like a one-man “Voice of Ameri­ 
ca“, Mantegani set about to try to 
correct some of the impressions they 
had of America. 
“Look at the Friendship Train,”

Should these symptoms develop, 
Dr. Haylett recommended that, the 
child be kept home, preferably in 
bed, and that a physician be called 
if necessary. “In this way the child, 
his classmates and his friends will 
be protected,” she concluded.

San Rafael residents will hear 
mors air raid sirens again tomor­ 
row. 
City Manager 
Ray 
Boege an­ 
nounced today that tests of a new 
siren manufactured in San Fran­ 
cisco will be conducted at four points 
in San Rafael between 10 am . and 
noon, tomorrow. 
He listed* the four locations as (1) 
the top of San Rafael hill, (2) the 
north end of Lincoln avenue, (3) 
Mission and Embarcadero, and (4) 
the radio station at Forbes reservoir. 
Tests will be single blasts instead 
of “warbling” 
used for 
air raid 
alerts, Boege said. 


FIRST COUNTY TESTS 
First test of Marin county’s tele­ 
phonic system of warnings in the 
event of a possible air attack will 
be made at 11 am . on Tuesday, Col. 
Carl 
Engelhart, 
coordinator 
for 
civilian defense, announced today. 
There will be no sirens and no 
general alert or other disruptions 
of normal routine, he said. 
Procedure will involve telephone 
calls from the office of Sheriff Wal­ 
ter B. Sellmer notifying communi­ 
ties “this is a telephone test only. 
This is a air raid test message,** and 
asking for completion of forms al­ 
ready distributed to indicate the 
time the message is received. Sta­ 
tions receiving the sheriffs message 
are expected to relay it to other ad­ 
jacent communities untily the whole 
county is covered. 
This will be followed immediately 
by 
the 
all-clear 
message 
sent 
through the same channels and also 
asking for a report on the time the 
message is received. 
Results are expected to show how 
much advance warning any com­ 
munity can expect to receive in case 
of attack from the air and show 
civil defense authorities where loop­ 
holes exist in the network system 
that has been established. 
After this first warning test, other 
similar tests will be made without 
advanced 
notification. 
Tuesday’s 
experiment with preliminary warn­ 
ing is expected to produce rather 
better results than are anticipated 
from impromptu tests to follow, but 
Tuesday should expose any weak 
spot that exist within the organiza­ 
tion.

Ricans Take Hill 


TOKYO (¿V-U. 8. tanks shelled 
Seoul’s blackened ruins today and 
howitzers, wheeling into easy range, 
plastered Chinese postions north of 
the frozen Han river tonight. 


Puerto Rican doughboys seized a 
commanding height only 
miles 
south of the former Korean repub­ 
lic capital. The entire Allied lino 
advanced another mile or more to­ 
ward Seoul. The Eighth Army said: 


“Destruction of Communist forces 
in the pocket south of the Han in 
the western sector, the objective of 
the current phase of the limited of­ 
fensive, is proceeding and may sum 
up as a sizable victory in terms of 
enemy losses. 


“No further implications should 
be attached to the present situa­ 
tion.” 


That was a cool military appraisal 
of a two-week series of armored 
punches 
a n d 
bayonet 
charges. 
The Eighth Army 
has estimated 
more than 57,000 Red casualties. 


Red resistance was crumbling. In 
some sectors there was no opposi­ 
tion. 
U. S. 25th Division tanks shelled 
Seoul at noon Thursday. Howitzers 
of the veteran American Third Di­ 
vision rolled into 
position 
after 
nightfall and sent shells screaming 
over the Han into Chinese positions. 
The Third Division was identified 
on the 25th Division’s right flank, 
southeast of Seoul. 
A field dispatch reporting 
the 
artillery barrage was heavily cen­ 
sored. 
A staff officer said it appeared 
likely the Reds would withdraw to 
the north bank of the winding Han. 
The river began to thaw Wednes­ 
day but froze again tonight. Snow 
fen on the western front. 
Without firing a shot, the Puerto 
Ricans took 1,800-foot 'Manggyong 
Mountain overlooking Seoul. It is 
the highest peak before the city.

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Italians Need Bread, Butter, M.V. Ponders 
Money, Says Pop Mantegani Service Men, 


Tiburón Couple Tour 
Five Countries In Six 
Month Europe Trip 
By JUDY STONE 
Italian people need bread, butter 
and raw materials, according to 
Daniel “Pop” Mangegani who re­ 
turned to Tiburón last week after 
a six-month trip to Europe. 
The former owner of the Corner 
Market and his wife visited rela­ 
tives in Italy and toured France, 
Austria, part of Germany and 
Switzerland. Mantegani last visited 
Italy in 1932, but his wife had not 
been back for 30 years. In no coun­ 
try was recovery as noticeable as in 
Italy, due to the Marshall plan, 
said Mantegani, but even there the 
situation is not good. 
Cost of living is high, he declared 
and the black market flourishes 
Wages are low with a skilled work 
man getting only 1000 lire or $1.50 
for a 10-hour day. A woman or 
laborer makes about 750 %e for 
ten hours work. 
“There is' plenty of food and more 
fancy than we got here,” he added. 
“But where is the money to buy? 
“Hie deGasperi, government, 
think, is no good,” he stated. “But 
I think It protects the rich. If the 
people have a little strike, the gov­ 
ernment gets out the machine guns 
on them. 
Mantegani sáid that his brother 
who once worked In Tiburón be­ 
fore he returned to Italy, told him 
of a farmers’ strike in which men 
and women were ’shot down in the 
fields . . .’ and my brother won’t 
tell a lie.” . 
The Tiburón man who has lived 
and worked here as a railroad fore­ 
man, gardener and businessman 
for 44 years, told his former coun­ 
trymen that “you are afraid be­ 
cause you are not organized like 
we are in America . . . where the 
go ver limen t protects' the 'working 
man.”

Lftt'sTake A Look 
At What Your Income 
Can Buy Next Yaar 


By SAM DAWSON 
Per HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK UP)—Americans are 
on notice today as to what Uncle 
Sam proposes to taka way from 
them in taxes. Let's look for a 
moment at what he’s going to leave 
them—in terms of what It’ll buy. 
How much must the ordinary 
family man make if he’s to pay 
the proposed new income taxes 
and feed his kids as well, clothe 
his wife as well, care for his family 
as well as he did before the last 
war? Because the money that 
Uncle Sam will leave him, thanks 
to inflation, will buy now only 
about half what it did before the 
war. 
A man who brought home $60 
a week in 1840 to care for hit wife 
and two children had a net in­ 
come to report of about $3000 a 
year and paid no income tax. In 
other words he had $3.000 left and 
it bought $3,000 worth of goods 
and services. 
Under the proposed tax, the man 
ft he’s still earning $60 a week 
will pay $144 tax if he reports 
$3,000 income. He will still have 
$3856 left. But when he takes that 
into the marketplace he will be 
lucky If hi can stretch it out to 
buy mere goods and services than 
$1,43$ would have bought him in 
1846. 
The prices of some things, of 
course, have gone up very little. 
But the prices of other things are 
two or three times higher than 
they were. The deliar, by and large, 
buys not much more than 50 cents 
worth, in terms of 1940 prices. 
The standard of living of that 
man has definitely gone down, even 
if his income hasn't. 
If the married man with two 
children was in the $80 to $100 
a week class in 2840. he’d report 
net income of around $5,000, pay 
87» income tax, and have »m u

Daily Newspapers Set New Record 


NEW YORK UP) — Daily news­ 
papers In the United 8tates had 
“another record year” in 1850, Edi­ 
tor and Publisher reported last 
night 
The report was based on findings 
in a national and Canadian survey 
and was printed in the 31st edition 
of the Editor and Publisher Inter­ 
national year book. 
“ToUJ circulations,” Editor and 
Publisher said of I860, “went to a 
new high, with the year recording 
the largest postwar increase since 


“Total advertising lineage set 
another new record, putting news­ 
paper out ahead as the number one 
advertising medium for the second 
year in a row. 
The survey showed that total 
morning and evening circulation 
reached a new high of 53838,072. 
This was an increase of 883821 
ooplss-or 148 per oent—in the 


number of newspapers sold daily. 
There was a net loss of eight daily 
newspapers during 1810. The na­ 
tion's total of daily newspapers 
dropped from 1,780 to 1,772 in the 
year ended last Dec. SI.

Balance Of Power

General Eisenhower made the point during 
his session with the Senate foreign relations 
committee that, while he didn’t deny the danger 
ot war, “the task today is one of building for 
peace.** 
That statement invites analysis. Just what is 
the requisite for the maintenance of peace in a 
world which is bitterly divided against itself? 
We must start, I think, from the premise that 
any bloc of nations which contemplates conquest 
by aggression must possess the balance of eco­ 
nomic and military power. And by the same 
token, the maintenance of peace depends on pos­ 
session of the balance of military and economic 
power by the peacemakers. 
The corollary to this is that if the Soviet bloc 
holds the balance of power, ft can overrun the 
continent; likewise if the democracies hold the 
balance of power they can maintain peace, be­ 
cause nobody is going to invite certain disaster 
by attacking. 


AT THIS JUNCTURE the democracies hold 
the balance of power. And since military power 
is dependent on economic power, it follows that 
economic power is the keystone of the structure. 
, Now western Europe contains a big slice of 
the world’s economic strength. It is, all told, so 
great that if Russia could gain possession the 
balance of power would be tremendously altered. 
It might be so changed in Moscow’s favor that 
she could succeed in her ambition to carry out 
world revolution for the establishment of Com­ 
munism. 
This picture is complicated by the fact that 
western Germany has within her borders the 
fabulously rich coal and steel resources of the 
Ruhr. 
There lies what was one of the most 
highly developed industrial areas of the world 
before allied bombs laid waste to many of its 
main works, such as the huge Krupps armament 
factories and mines. 
The importance of the Ruhr may perhaps be 
best summed up by saying that it was largely 
responsible for Germany being able to launch 
two world wars only a generation apart — and 
come close to winning them. Small wonder that 
Germany’s future is a matter of vital importance 
to both the western allies and to Russia; equally 
small wonder that Germany’s future is one of 
the greatest bones of contention between the 
Soviet bloc and the democracies. 


BEFORE THE WAR the Ruhr was producing 
three-fourths of Germany’s total coal output and 
it is said to contain half the reserves of conti­ 
nental Europe. 
And in 1938, just before the 
war, its rolled steel output was almost the com­ 
bined total of the rest of Europe outside England 
and Russia. 
Of course many of the industrial cities of the 
Ruhr were laid waste by bombing during the 
war. One of these was Essen, within which lay 
the Krupp works-a solid line of factories some 
seven miles long. 
I saw all this devastation, and it was a terrible 
picture of what bombing can do. Still, the coal 
and iron remains beneath the ground, and fac­ 
tories can be replaced. 
So there, I believe, we have the basic reason 
why the democracies want to create a defensive 
force whose mere presence is calculated to main­ 
tain peace in western Europe. They can’t afford 
to let that vital balance of power get upset.

Newer Methods Give 
More Control Over 
Brain Hemorrhage 


In former years there was not 
too much doctors could do to save 
a person with brain hemorrhage. 
It is true that some of these peo­ 
ple recovered, but cure was due 
more to Nature than to medical 
skill. Today, however, newer meth­ 
ods give us more control over such 
a situation so that the patient’s 
chances for life are increased if his 
condition is recognized for what it 
is at once. 
When an older person has a 
sudden attack of severe headache 
with paralysis of the eye mus­ 
cles, brain hemorrhage should al­ 
ways be suspected. Mental con­ 
fusion, convulsions, and uncon­ 
sciousness following soon there­ 
after increase the likelihood. The 
diagnosis can be made more cer­ 
tain by withdrawing a s ma l l 
amount of spinal fluid for ex­ 
amination. In most of t h e s e 
patients, high bloodpressure and 
hardening of the arteries are 
present. However, in 11 of 57 
patients studied, there was no his­ 
tory of high blood pressure. The 
outlook is much better In those 
instances where high blood pres­ 
sure is not present 
INCREASE IN PRESSURE 
When an attack occurs, the 
patient usually has fever, and there 
is an increase in the pressure of 
the spinal fluid. In most instances, 
the condition can be easily diag­ 
nosed from the history and physi­ 
cal examination, as well as by the 
examination of the spinal fluid. 
However, in case of doubt, an 
X-ray examination of the skull is 
helpful. 


Prompt treatment of this con­ 
dition may be life saving. If other 
conditions are present, such as 
heart failure, diabetes, or syphi­ 
lis, these disorders should be treat­ 
ed promptly. The patient should 
be given fluids, as necessary, by 
injection into a vein or under the 
skin. If anemia is present, it should 
be corrected with iron-containing 
drugs, liver extract, vitamin B-12, 
and blood transfusions when re­ 
quired. The position of the patient 
in bed must be changed frequently 
and fever reduced by sponge baths 
and drugs, if needed. Seiative or 
quieting drugs also.are required. 
BLOOD CLOTTING 
It is possible that both vitamins 
K and C may assist in blood dot­ 
ting, so that these should also be 
administered. In some cases the 
bleeding into The brain may* result 
from an aneurysm which is an en­ 
largement of one of the blood ves­ 
sels in the brain. Surgical treat­ 
ment may be life saving in these 
cases, since it is possible to tie 
off an artery in the neck, or even 
to open the skull cavity and tie 
off the artery # within the skull. 
With modern d i a g n o s i s and 
treatment, some patients with in­ 
tracranial hemorrhage, not due to 
injuries, may be benefited to a 
considerable extent, and the pre­ 
vention of later attacks accomp­ 
lished.

nitely diagnose cancer without a 
biopsy? 
Answer: This would depend up m 
the location of the carter and 
the symptoms present. In many 
cases, canr*r, such as those of the 
bowel or stomach, can be diagnosed 
definitely by X-ray examination. In 
other instances, a biopsy may be 
required, as in canper of the breast.

There lies what was one of the most 
highly developed industrial areas of the world 
before allied bombs laid waste to many of its 
main works, such as the huge Krupps armament 
factories and mines. 
The importance of the Ruhr may perhaps be 
best summed up by saying that it was largely 
responsible for Germany being able to launch 
two world wars only a generation apart - and 
come close to winning them. Small wonder that 
Germany's future is a matter of vital importance 
to both the western allies and to Russia; equally 
small wonder that Germany’s future is one of 
the greatest bones of contention between the 
Soviet bloc and the democracies. 


BEFORE THE WAR the Ruhr was producing 
three-fourths of Germany’s total coal output and 
it is said to contain half the reserves of conti­ 
nental Europe. And in 1938, just before the 
war, its rolled steel output was almost the com­ 
bined total of the rest of Europe outside England 
and Russia. 
Of course many of the industrial cities of the 
Ruhr were laid waste by bombing during the 
war. One of these was Essen, within which lay 
the Krupp works—a solid line of factories some 
seven miles long. 
I saw all this devastation, and it was a terrible 
picture of what bombing can do. Still, the coal 
and iron remains beneath the ground, and fac­ 
tories can be replaced. 
So there, I believe, we have the basic reason 
why the democracies want to create a defensive 
force whose mere presence is calculated to main­ 
tain peace in western Europe. They can’t afford 
to let that vital balance of power get upset. 


In former years there was not 
too much doctors could do to save 
a person with brain hemorrhage.

INCREASE IN PRESSURE 
When an attack occurs, the 
patient usually has fever, and there 
is an increase in the pressure of 
the spinal fluid. In most instances, 
the condition can be easily diag­ 
nosed from the history and physi­ 
cal examination, as well as by the 
examination of the spinal fluid. 
However, in case of doubt, an 
X-ray examination of the skull is 
helpful. 


Prompt treatment of this COB4* 
dition may be life saving. If other 
conditions are present, such as 
heart failure, diabetes, or syphi­ 
lis, these disorders should be treat­ 
ed promptly. The patient should 
be given fluids, as necessary, by 
injection into a vein or under the 
skin. If anemia is present, it should 
be corrected with iron-containing 
drugs, liver extract, vitamin B-12, 
and blood transfusions when re­ 
quired. The position of the patient 
in bed must be changed frequently 
and fever reduced by sponge baths 
and drugs, if needed. Sedative or 
quieting drugs also*are required. 
BLOOD CLOTTING 
It is possible that both vitamins 
K and C may assist in blood dot­ 
ting, so that these should also be 
administered. In some cases the 
bleeding Into the brain may* result 
from an aneurysm which is an en­ 
largement of one of the blood ves­ 
sels in the brain. Surgical treat­ 
ment may be life saving in these 
cases, since it is possible to tie 
off an artery in the neck, or even 
to open the skull cavity and tie 
off the artery, within the skull. 
With modem diagnosis and 
treatment, some patients with in­ 
tracranial hemorrhage, not due to 
injuries, may be benefited to a 
considerable extent, and the pre­ 
vention of later attacks accomp­ 
lished.

In addition, cold weather to sev­ 
eral major growing areas sent onion 
prices higher and damaged citrus 
fruits, winter wheat, peach trees, 
cabbage, peas, tomatoes. 
Part of the price advances to 
meats also were blamed on storms 
to the last week or so which slowed 
or reduced livestock shipments from 
farms. 
Some beef cuts feere up two to 
six cents a pound in major store 
chains, while advances to pork and 
lamb items ranged as high as 10 
cents. Chickens were up slightly in 
scattered sections and some meat 
trade sources said higher prices were 
anticipated by this week-end. 
Eggs were unchanged to as much 
as six cents a dozen higher. How­ 
ever, a spokesman for the Poultry 
and Egg National Board reported 
that egg prices in most sections were 
the lowest since the Korean war 
started.

Deplores Overuse Of Color 


“I am a great enemy of today's 
colorists,” declared Petrovo, interior 
decorator, 
when 
she 
addressed 
members of the San Rafael Im ­ 
provement Club and their guests 
Tuesday at the clubhouse. Through­ 
out her talk Petrovo emphasized 
the point that she was only expres­ 
sing her own opinion, and was not 
speaking for other members of her 
profession . 
The decorator warned th at too 
much color “cheapens” a room and 
makes it gaudy. 
“8tay in pastel 
colors when choosing wall cover­ 
ings,” she said, but added th at to 
this rule as to all others there are 
exceptions. If a room has too much 
light or glare, a soft shade of brown, 
such as she used in her Peninsula 
home, Petrovo said, is often ef­ 
fective. 
Illustrating her statements with 
wall paper and fabrics, the interior 
decorator showed how one or more 
colors can be “picked up” and how 
furnishing» can be "keyed up or 
keyed down.” 
Fabrics in muted 
tones should be used for recovering 
furniture so th at the other pieces 
in the room will not look shabby, 
she sakl. 
"Antiques lend beauty, have a 
spiritual value which comes with 
antiquity,” Petrovo stated. She told 
how antiques and moderns can be 
arranged so they complement each 
other. 
In furnishing a home At­ 
tention should be given first to the 
floors and the windows then fur­ 
niture grouped, she said.

The City Council of the City of 
San Rafael, California, do hereby 
ordain as follows:

LONDON <UJD—Military author­ 
ities here say they believe the Rus­ 
sians are trying to realise Adolf 
Hitler's dream and build a sub­ 
marine that can bombard New 
York. 
Hitler, backed by his Gestapo 
chief, Heinrich Himmler, wanted a I 
super-submarine built with a plat­ 
form for launching V-2 type rock­ 
ets as part of the “vengeance 
weapon* program that blitzed Lon­ 
don with supersonic rockets and 
flying bombs. 
After the war, Allied planners 
discovered that such a weapon was 
being considered by German naval 
expats with one main target in 
view—to drop rockets into New 
York City while lying off the 
coast. 
en g in eer s at w ork 
Reliable sources now believe en­ 
gineers familiar with those German 
are among the Goman rock­ 
et and submarine experts helping 
Russia's ambitious submarine pro- 
‘ gran. 


Also, they said, recent disclosures 
that the Russians have developed 
apparatus for launching radio- 
directed, guided missiles from 
battleships has jarred western ex­ 
perts into realizing that the Rus­ 
sians may be further ahead on 
their seaborne guided missile pro­ 
gram than was realized. 
Jane's fighting ships for 1960- 
1951 
said Russian battlewagons 
being constructed were equipped 
with one or two catapult towers for 
firing radio-controlled, guided mis­ 
siles. 
Military sources said submarines 
equipped with rocket launching 
platforms would be the “logical tac­ 
tical answer” to American air 
superiority. 
BOMBING NOT FEARED 
They said Russia does not stand 
much chance of carrying out sus­ 
tained aerial bombing attacks on 
New York or major cities on the 
east coast. 
So far as is known, Russia does 
not have enough planes of the 
right type to do much more than 
carry out one-way “suicide” mis­ 
sions on continental A m erican 
cities. 
But* the experts said, a “wolf 
pack” of several hundred subma­ 
rines prowling the Atlantic, screen­ 
ing a smaller number of the rocket- 
launching 
type, would 
pose 
a 
serious problem for American de­ 
fenses.

Reliable sources now believe en­ 
gineers familiar with those German 
plans are among the German rock­ 
et and submarine experts helping 
Russia’s ambitious submarine pro­ 
gram. 
Also, they said, recent disclosures 
that the Russians have developed 
apparatus for launching radio- 
directed, guided missiles - from, 
battleships has jarred western ex­ 
perts into realizing that the Rus­ 
sians may be further ahead on 
their seaborne guided missile pro­ 
gram than was realized.
